The Congress makes the following findings:8

(1) With the end of the Cold War, the inter-9

national challenges facing the United States have10

changed, but the fundamental national interests of11

the United States have not. The security, economic,12

and humanitarian interests of the United States re-13

quire continued American engagement in inter-14

national affairs. The leading role of the United15

States in world affairs will be as important in the16

twenty-first century as it has been in the twentieth.17
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(2) The United States budget deficit requires1

that the foreign as well as the domestic programs2

and activities of the United States be carefully re-3

viewed for potential savings. Wherever possible, for-4

eign programs and activities must be streamlined,5

managed more efficiently, and adapted to the re-6

quirements of the post-Cold War era.7

(3) In order to downsize the foreign programs8

and activities of the United States without jeopardiz-9

ing United States interests, strong and effective10

leadership will be required. As the official principally11

responsible for the conduct of foreign policy, the12

Secretary of State must have the authority to allo-13

cate efficiently the resources within the international14

affairs budget. As a first step in the downsizing15

process, the proliferation of foreign affairs agencies16

that occurred during the Cold War must be re-17

versed, and the functions of these agencies must be18

restored to the Secretary of State.19

(4) A streamlined and reorganized foreign af-20

fairs structure under the strengthened leadership of21

the Secretary of State can more effectively promote22

the international interests of the United States in23

the next century than the existing structure.24

purchase of evidence or information, as authorized to the18

Department of Justice, the offering, administration, and19

payment of rewards under this section, including proce-20

dures for—21

‘‘(A) identifying individuals, organizations, and22

offenses with respect to which rewards will be of-23

fered;24

‘‘(B) the publication of rewards;25
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‘‘(C) offering of joint rewards with foreign gov-1

ernments;2

‘‘(D) the receipt and analysis of data; and3

‘‘(E) the payment and approval of payment,4

shall be governed by procedures developed by the Sec-5

retary of State, in consultation with the Attorney General.6

‘‘(2) Before making a reward under this section in7

a matter over which there is Federal criminal jurisdiction,8

the Secretary of State shall advise and consult with the9

(a) ASSESSED CONTRIBUTIONS.—Of amounts au-7

thorized to be appropriated for ‘‘Assessed Contributions8

to International Organizations’’ by this Act, the President9

may withhold 20 percent of the funds appropriated for the10

United States assessed contribution to the United Nations11

or to any of its specialized agencies for any calendar year12

if the United Nations or any such agency has failed to13

implement or to continue to implement consensus-based14

decisionmaking procedures on budgetary matters which15

assure that sufficient attention is paid to the views of the16

United States and other member states that are the major17

financial contributors to such assessed budgets.18

The United States shall not make any voluntary or20

assessed contribution—21

(1) to any affiliated organization of the United22

Nations which grants full membership as a state to23

any organization or group that does not have the24

internationally recognized attributes of statehood, or25

(2) to the United Nations, if the United Na-1

tions grants full membership as a state in the Unit-2

ed Nations to any organization or group that does3

not have the internationally recognized attributes of4

during any period in which such membership is effective.6

SEC. 2524. REPORT ON UNICEF.7

Not later than December 31, 1995, the Secretary of8

State shall transmit to the appropriate congressional com-9

mittees a report on (1) the progress of UNICEF toward10

effective financial, program, and personnel management;11

(2) the progress of UNICEF in shifting its health, child12

survival, and maternal survival programs toward efficient13

and low-overhead contractors, with particular emphasis on14

nongovernmental organizations; and (3) the extent to15

which UNICEF has demonstrated its commitment to its16

traditional mission of child health and welfare and resisted17

pressure to become involved in functions performed by18

other United Nations agencies.19

SEC. 2601. APPLICABILITY OF TAIWAN RELATIONS ACT.5

3302) is amended by adding at the end the following new7

subsection:8

‘‘(d) The provisions of subsections (a) and (b) super-9

sede any provision of the Joint Communique of the United10

States and China of August 17, 1982.’’.11

SEC. 2602. REPORT ON OCCUPIED TIBET.12

(a) FINDINGS AND DECLARATIONS OF CONGRESS.—13

The Congress makes the following findings and declara-14

tions:15

(1) Tibet is an occupied sovereign country16

under international law and its true representatives17

are the Dalai Lama and the Tibetan Government in18

exile.19

(2) The United States should seek to establish20

a dialogue with those recognized by Congress as the21

true representatives of the Tibetan people, the Dalai22

Lama, his representatives, and the Tibetan Govern-23

ment in exile, concerning the situation in Tibet and24

the future of the Tibetan people and to expand and25
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strengthen United States-Tibet cultural and edu-1

cational relations, including promoting bilateral ex-2

changes arranged directly with the Tibetan Govern-3

ment in exile.4

(b) REPORT ON UNITED STATES-TIBET RELA-5

TIONS.— Not later than 6 months after the date of enact-6

ment of this Act, and every 12 months thereafter, the Sec-7

retary of State shall transmit to the Chairman of the Com-8

mittee on Foreign Relations and the Speaker of the House9

of Representatives a report on the state of relations be-10

tween the United States and those recognized by Congress11

as the true representatives of the Tibetan people, the12

Dalai Lama, his representatives, and the Tibetan Govern-13

ment in exile, and on conditions in Tibet.14

(c) SEPARATE TIBET REPORTS.—15

(1) It is the sense of the Congress that when-16

ever an executive branch report is transmitted to the17

Congress on a country-by-country basis there should18

be included in such report, where applicable, a sepa-19

rate report on Tibet listed alphabetically with its20

own state heading.21

(2) The reports referred to in paragraph (1) in-22

clude, but are not limited to, reports transmitted23

under sections 116(d) and 502B(b) of the Foreign24

Assistance Act of 1961 (relating to human rights).25
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SEC. 2603. BOSNIA GENOCIDE JUSTICE ACT.1

(a) SHORT TITLE.—This section may be cited as the2

‘‘Bosnia Genocide Justice Act’’.3

(b) POLICY.—4

(1) IN GENERAL.—Consistent with inter-5

national law, it is the policy of the United States to6

bring to justice persons responsible for genocide, war7

crimes, crimes against humanity and other serious8

violations of international humanitarian law commit-9

ted in the territory of the former Yugoslavia since10

1991.11

(2) SENSE OF CONGRESS.—The Congress urges12

the President—13

(A) to collect or assist appropriate organi-14

zations and individuals to collect relevant data15

on these crimes committed in the former Yugo-16

slavia;17

(B) to share such data with the War18

Crimes Tribunal for the former Yugoslavia es-19

tablished by the Security Council of the United20

Nations;21

(C) to assist United Nations efforts to in-22

vestigate, prosecute, and try those responsible23

for genocide, war crimes, crimes against hu-24

manity and other serious violations of inter-25
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national humanitarian law committed in the1

territory of the former Yugoslavia since 1991;2

(D) to submit to the Congress implement-3

ing legislation to enable compliance with re-4

quests and orders of the Tribunal; and5

(E) to support the ongoing work of the6

Tribunal through a cash contribution of not less7

than $3,000,000 to the United Nations Vol-8

untary Fund for the War Crimes Tribunal for9

the former Yugoslavia for 1996 and 1997.10

(c) REPORTING REQUIREMENT.—Beginning 611

months after the date of enactment of this Act, and every12

6 months thereafter during fiscal years 1996 and 1997,13

the President shall submit a report describing the steps14

taken to implement the provisions of this section to the15

appropriate congressional committees.16

SEC. 2641. FINDINGS.10

The Congress makes the following findings:11

(1) The United States-Democratic People’s Re-12

public of Korea Agreed Framework (‘‘Agreed13

Framework’’), entered into on October 21, 1994, be-14

tween the United States and North Korea, requires15

North Korea to stop and eventually dismantle its16

graphite-moderated nuclear reactor program and re-17

lated facilities, and comply fully with its obligations18

under the Treaty on the Non-Proliferation of Nu-19

clear Weapons, in exchange for alternative energy20

sources, including interim supplies of bunker oil for21

electric generators and more proliferation-resistant22

light water reactor technology.23

(2) The Agreed Framework also commits North24

Korea to ‘‘consistently take steps to implement the25

North-South Joint Declaration on the1

Denuclearization of the Korean Peninsula’’ and ‘‘en-2

gage in North-South’’ dialogue with the Republic of3

Korea.4

(3) The Agreed Framework does not indicate5

specific criteria for full normalization of relations be-6

tween the United States and North Korea, and does7

not link the sequencing of actions in the Agreed8

Framework with any time-frame for carrying out the9

provisions of the North-South Joint Declaration on10

the Denuclearization of the Korean Peninsula and11

carrying out the dialogue between North Korea and12

the Republic of Korea.13

(4) The commitment by North Korea to carry14

out the letter and spirit of the Agreed Framework15

has been put into doubt by actions of North Korea16

since October 21, 1994, including the suspected di-17

version of United States heavy fuel oil in apparent18

contravention of the agreed purpose of the interim19

fuel deliveries, the refusal to accept light water reac-20

tors from the Republic of Korea, the harsh denun-21

ciations of the Government of the Republic of Korea,22

and other actions contrary to the commitment by23

North Korea to engage in a dialogue with such Gov-24
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ernment, and the continued conduct of provocative,1

offensive oriented military exercises.2

(5) The nuclear threat posed by North Korea is3

just one of a number of security concerns of the4

United States arising out of the policies of North5

Korea.6

SEC. 2642. CLARIFICATION OF NUCLEAR NONPROLIFERA-7

TION OBLIGATIONS OF NORTH KOREA8

UNDER THE AGREED FRAMEWORK.9

It is the sense of the Congress that in discussions10

or negotiations with the Government of North Korea pur-11

suant to the implementation of the United States-Demo-12

cratic People’s Republic of Korea Agreed Framework (in13

this joint resolution referred to as the ‘‘Agreed Frame-14

work’’), entered into on October 21, 1994, the President15

should uphold the following minimum conditions relating16

to nuclear nonproliferation:17

(1) All spent fuel from the graphite-moderated18

nuclear reactors and related facilities of North19

Korea should be removed from the territory of North20

Korea as is consistent with the Agreed Framework.21

(2) The International Atomic Energy Agency22

should have the freedom to conduct any and all in-23

spections that it deems necessary to fully account for24

the stocks of plutonium and other nuclear materials25
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in North Korea, including special inspections of sus-1

pected nuclear waste sites, before any nuclear com-2

ponents controlled by the Nuclear Supplier Group3

Guidelines are delivered for a light water reactor for4

North Korea.5

(3) The dismantlement of all declared graphite-6

based nuclear reactors and related facilities in North7

Korea, including reprocessing units, should be com-8

pleted in accordance with the Agreed Framework9

and in a manner that effectively bars in perpetuity10

any reactivation of such reactors and facilities.11

(4) The United States should suspend actions12

described in the Agreed Framework if North Korea13

attempts to reload its existing 5 megawatt nuclear14

reactor or resumes construction of nuclear facilities15

other than those permitted to be built under the16

Agreed Framework.17

SEC. 2643. ROLE OF THE REPUBLIC OF KOREA UNDER THE18

AGREED FRAMEWORK.19

It is further the sense of the Congress that the Re-20

public of Korea should play the central role in the project21

to provide light water reactors to North Korea under the22

Agreed Framework.23

SEC. 2644. FURTHER STEPS TO PROMOTE UNITED STATES1

SECURITY AND POLITICAL INTERESTS WITH2

RESPECT TO NORTH KOREA.3

It is further the sense of the Congress that, after the4

date of the enactment of this Act, the President should5

not take further steps toward upgrading diplomatic rela-6

tions with North Korea beyond opening liaison offices or7

relaxing trade and investment barriers imposed against8

North Korea without—9

(1) action by the Government of North Korea10

to engage in a North-South dialogue with the Gov-11

ernment of the Republic of Korea;12

(2) implementation of the North-South Joint13

Declaration on the Denuclearization of the Korean14

SEC. 2645. RESTRICTIONS ON ASSISTANCE TO NORTH5

ERGY DEVELOPMENT ORGANIZATION.7

Funds authorized to be appropriated or appropriated8

under any provision of law may be used to provide assist-9

ance to North Korea or the Korean Peninsula Energy De-10

velopment Organization only if such assistance is provided11

under the same terms and conditions that govern the pro-12

vision of assistance to North Korea or such organization13

under the Foreign Assistance Act of 1961 (22 U.S.C.14

2151 et seq.) including, inter alia—15

(1) the requirement that the congressional com-16

SEC. 2651. UNITED STATES POLICY CONCERNING THE DIC-2

TATORSHIP IN BURMA.3

(a) SENSE OF THE CONGRESS.—It is the sense of the4

Congress that the President should take steps to encour-5

age the United Nations Security Council to—6

(1) impose an international arms embargo on7

Burma;8

(2) affirm support for human rights and the9

protection of all Karen, Karenni, and other minori-10

ties in Burma;11

(3) condemn Burmese officials responsible for12

crimes against humanity;13

(4) take steps to encourage multilateral assist-14

ance programs for refugees from Burma in Thailand15

and India; and16

(5) reduce United Nations activities in Burma,17

including UNDP (United Nations Development Pro-18

gram), UNICEF (United Nations Childrens Fund),19

UNFPA (United Nations Family Planning Agency),20

World Health Organization (WHO), Food and Agri-21

culture Organization (FAO), and UNIDCP (United22

Nations International Drug Control Program) activi-23

ties.24
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(b) REDUCTION IN DIPLOMATIC PRESENCE.—It is1

the sense of the Congress that the President should reduce2

the diplomatic presence of the United States in Burma3

by reducing the total number of the members of the For-4

eign Service stationed in Burma on the date of enactment5

of this Act.6

TITLE XXVII—CONGRESSIONAL7

STATEMENTS8

SEC. 2701. INTER-AMERICAN ORGANIZATIONS.9

Taking into consideration the long-term commitment10

by the United States to the affairs of this Hemisphere and11

the need to build further upon the linkages between the12

United States and its neighbors, the Secretary of State,13

in allocating the level of resources for international organi-14

zations, should pay particular attention to funding levels15

of the Inter-American organizations.16

SEC. 2702. TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY OF BOSNIA AND17

HERZEGOVINA.18

(a) FINDINGS.—The Congress makes the following19

findings:20

(1) The sovereign and independent state of21

Bosnia-Herzegovina was formally recognized by the22

United States of America on April 7, 1992.23

(2) The sovereign and independent state of24

Bosnia-Herzegovina was admitted as a full partici-25
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pating State of the Conference on Security and Co-1

operation in Europe on April 30, 1992.2

(3) The sovereign and independent state of3

Bosnia-Herzegovina was admitted as a Member4

state of the United Nations on May 22, 1992.5

(4) The United States has declared its deter-6

mination to respect and put into practice the Dec-7

laration on Principles Guiding Relations between8

Participating States contained in the Final Act of9

the Conference on Security and Cooperation in Eu-10

rope.11

(5) Each of the principles has been violated12

during the course of war in Bosnia-Herzegovina:13

sovereign equality and respect for the rights inherent14

in sovereignty, refraining from the threat or use of15

force; inviolability of frontiers; territorial integrity of16

States; peaceful settlement of disputes; noninterven-17

tion in internal affairs; respect for human rights and18

fundamental freedoms, including the freedom of19

thought, conscience, religion or belief; equal rights20

and self-determination of peoples; cooperation among21

States; and fulfillment in good faith of obligations22

under international law.23

(6) Principle II of the Final Act commits the24

participating States to ‘‘refrain from any manifesta-25
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tion of force for the purpose of inducing another1

participating State to renounce the full exercise of2

its sovereign rights’’.3

(7) Principle III of the Final Act commits the4

participating States to ‘‘refrain from any demand5

for, or act of, seizure and usurpation of part or all6

of the territory of any participating State’’.7

(8) Principle IV of the Final Act commits the8

participating States to ‘‘respect the territorial integ-9

rity of each of the participating States’’ and ‘‘refrain10

from any action inconsistent with the purposes and11

principles of the Charter of the United Nations12

against the territorial integrity, political independ-13

ence or the unity of any participating State’’.14

(9) The Charter of Paris for a New Europe15

commits the participating States ‘‘to cooperate in16

defending democratic institutions against activities17

which violate the independence, sovereign equality,18

or territorial integrity of the participating States’’.19

(10) The Helsinki Document 1992 reaffirms20

‘‘the validity of the guiding principles and common21

values of the Helsinki Final Act and the Charter of22

Paris, embodying responsibilities of States towards23

each other and of governments towards their own24
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people’’ which serve as the ‘‘collective conscience of1

our community’’.2

(11) The Charter of the United Nations calls3

upon Member states to respect the territorial integ-4

rity and political independence of any state in keep-5

ing with the Purposes of the United Nations.6

(12) The sovereign and independent state of7

Bosnia-Herzegovina has been and continues to be8

subjected to armed aggression by Bosnian Serb9

forces, Croatian Serb forces, and others in violation10

of Final Act and the Charter.11

(13) Unchecked armed aggression and genocide12

threatens the lives of innocent civilians as well as the13

very existence of the sovereign and independent state14

of Bosnia-Herzegovina.15

(b) SENSE OF CONGRESS.—It is the sense of the16

Congress that the United States should refuse to recognize17

the incorporation of any of the territory of Bosnia-18

Herzegovina into the territory of any neighboring state or19

the creation of any new state or states within the borders20

of Bosnia-Herzegovina resulting from the threat or use of21

force, coercion, or any other means inconsistent with inter-22

national law.23
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SEC. 2703. THE LAOGAI SYSTEM OF POLITICAL PRISONS.1

(a) FINDINGS.—The Congress makes the following2

findings:3

(1) The Chinese gulag, known as the Laogai,4

was created as a primary means of political repres-5

sion and control when the Communists assumed6

power in China in 1949.7

(2) The Laogai has caused millions of people to8

suffer grave human rights abuses over the past 469

years, including countless deaths.10

(3) The Laogai continues to be used to incar-11

cerate unknown numbers of ordinary citizens for po-12

litical reasons, including workers, students, intellec-13

tuals, religious believers, and Tibetans.14

(4) So-called ‘‘thought reform’’ is a standard15

practice of Laogai officials, and reports of torture16

are routinely received by human rights organizations17

from Laogai prisoners and survivors.18

(5) Negotiations about unfettered access to19

Laogai prisoners between the Chinese Government20

and the International Red Cross have ceased.21

(6) The Laogai is in reality a huge system of22

forced labor camps in which political and penal23

criminals are slave laborers producing an array of24

products for export throughout the world, including25

the United States.26

(7) The Chinese Government continues to main-1

tain, as part of its official propaganda and in defi-2

ance of significant evidence to the contrary gathered3

by many human rights organizations, that the4

Laogai is a prison system like any other in the5

world.6

(8) Testimony delivered before the Subcommit-7

tee on International Operations and Human Rights8

of the Committee on International Relations of the9

House of Representatives has documented human10

rights abuses in the Laogai which continue to this11

day.12

(9) The American people have repeatedly ex-13

pressed their abhorrence of forced labor camps sys-14

tems, whether they be operated by the Nazis, Soviet15

Communists, or any other political ideology.16

(b) SENSE OF CONGRESS.—It is the sense of the17

Congress that the President should—18

(1) publicly condemn the continued existence of19

the Laogai, and call upon the Government of the20

People’s Republic of China to dismantle it, and re-21

lease all of its political prisoners; and22

(2) instruct the appropriate diplomatic rep-23

resentatives of the United States to cause a resolu-24

tion condemning the Laogai to be put before the25
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United Nations Human Rights Commission and1

work for its passage.2

SEC. 2704. CONCERNING THE USE OF FUNDS TO FURTHER3

NORMALIZE RELATIONS WITH VIETNAM.4

It is the sense of the Congress that none of the funds5

authorized to be appropriated or otherwise made available6

by this Act may be obligated or expended to further nor-7

malize diplomatic relations between the United States and8

Vietnam, until Vietnam—9

(1) releases all of its political and religious pris-10

oners;11

(2) accounts for American POWs and MIAs12

from the Vietnam War;13

(3) holds democratic elections; and14

(4) institutes policies which protect human15

rights.16

SEC. 2705. DECLARATION OF CONGRESS REGARDING UNIT-17

ED STATES GOVERNMENT HUMAN RIGHTS18

POLICY TOWARD CHINA.19

(a) FINDINGS.—The Congress makes the following20

findings:21

(1) According to the 1994 State Department22

Country Reports on Human Rights Practices there23

continue to be ‘‘widespread and well-documented24

human rights abuses in China, in violation of inter-25
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nationally accepted norms . . . (including) arbitrary1

and lengthy incommunicado detention, torture, and2

mistreatment of prisoners. The regime continued se-3

vere restrictions on freedoms of speech, press assem-4

bly and association, and tightened controls on the5

exercise of these rights during 1994. Serious human6

rights abuses persisted in Tibet and other areas pop-7

ulated by ethnic minorities’’.8

(2) The President, in announcing his decision9

on Most Favored Nation trading status for China in10

May 1994 stated that, ‘‘China continues to commit11

very serious human rights abuses. Even as we en-12

gage the Chinese on military, political, and economic13

issues, we intend to stay engaged with those in14

China who suffer from human rights abuses. The15

United States must remain a champion of their lib-16

erties’’.17

(b) SENSE OF CONGRESS.—It is the sense of the18

Congress that the President should take the following ac-19

tions:20

(1) Decline the invitation to visit China until21

and unless there is dramatic overall progress on22

human rights in China and Tibet and communicate23

to the Government of China that such a visit cannot24

take place without such progress. Indications of25

overall progress would include the release of hun-1

dreds of political, religious, and labor activists; an2

agreement to allow unhindered confidential access to3

prisoners by international humanitarian agencies;4

enactment of major legal reforms such as an end to5

all restrictions on the exercise of freedom of religion,6

revocation of the 1993 state security law, and the7

abolition of all so-called ‘‘counter-revolutionary’’8

crimes; and a decision to allow unrestricted access to9

Tibet by foreign media and international human10

rights monitors.11

(2) Seek to develop an agreement on a multilat-12

eral strategy to promote human rights in China with13

other members of the G–7, beginning with the meet-14

ing of the G–7 industrial partners scheduled for15

June 1995 in Halifax, Nova Scotia. Such an agree-16

ment should include efforts to encourage greater co-17

operation by the Government of China with the18

human rights rapporteurs and working groups of the19

United Nations Human Rights Commission, as well20

as bilateral and multilateral initiatives to secure the21

unconditional release of imprisoned peaceful pro-de-22

mocracy advocates such as Wei Jingsheng.23

(3) Instruct the United States delegates to the24

United Nations Fourth World Conference on Women25
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in September 1995 to vigorously and publicly sup-1

port nongovernmental organizations that may be2

subjected to harassment or to restrictions or limita-3

tions on their activities, access to the media, or to4

channels of communication during the conference by5

the Government of China and to protest publicly and6

privately any actions by the Government of China7

aimed at punishing or repressing Chinese citizens8

who seek to peacefully express their views or com-9

municate with foreign citizens or media during or10

following the United Nations Conference.11

(4) Extend an invitation to the Dalai Lama to12

visit Washington, District of Columbia, in 1995.13

(c) UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT HUMAN RIGHTS14

POLICY TOWARD CHINA.—It shall be the policy of the15

United States Government to continue to promote inter-16

nationally recognized human rights and worker rights in17

China and Tibet. The President shall submit the following18

reports on the formulation and implementation of United19

States human rights policy toward China and the results20

of that policy to the International Relations Committee of21

the House of Representatives:22

(1) Not later than 90 days after the date of en-23

actment of this Act, the President shall report on24

the status of the ‘‘new United States Human Rights25
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Policy for China’’ announced by the President on1

May 26, 1994, including an assessment of the imple-2

mentation and effectiveness of the policy in bringing3

about human rights improvements in China and4

Tibet, with reference to the following specific initia-5

tives announced on that date:6

(A) High-level dialogue on human rights.7

(B) Voluntary principles in the area of8

human rights for United States businesses op-9

erating in China.10

‘‘(3) A discussion of the commitment of the11

host government to addressing the country’s needs12

in each development sector, including a description13

of the resources devoted by that government to each14

development sector during the preceding three fiscal15

years.16

‘‘(4) A description of the trends, both favorable17

and unfavorable, in each development sector.18

‘‘(5) Statistical and other information necessary19

to evaluate the impact and effectiveness of United20

States development assistance on development in the21

country.22

‘‘(b) LISTING OF MOST AND LEAST SUCCESSFUL AS-23

SISTANCE PROGRAMS.—Each report required by this sec-24

tion shall identify—25

part of a terrorist or kidnapping ring, have been21

prosecuted;22

(3) Nicaragua has met the requirements set23

forth in section 527 of the Foreign Relations Au-24
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thorization Act, Fiscal Years 1994 and 1995 (relat-1

ing to expropriation of United States property);2

(4) the timely implementation of all rec-3

ommendations made by the Tripartite Commission4

with respect to individuals responsible for assassina-5

tions has been made, including the immediate sus-6

pension of all individuals from the Sandinista Army7

and security forces who were named in such rec-8

ommendations, and the expeditious prosecution of9

such individuals;10

(5) all individuals implicated in the murders of11

Jean Paul Genie, Arges Sequeira, and Enrique12

Bermúdez have been removed from the military and13

security forces of Nicaragua, and judicial proceed-14

ings against these individuals have been completed;15

(6) specific changes have been implemented16

which have resulted in verifiable civilian control over17

the Sandinista military, security forces, and police;18

and19

(7) there have been genuine, effective, and con-20

crete reforms in the Nicaraguan judicial system.21

(b) CONTENTS OF CERTIFICATION.—22

(1) IN GENERAL.—A certification made pursu-23

(a) FINDINGS.—The Congress makes the following21

findings:22

(1) The Panama Canal is a vital strategic asset23

to the United States, its allies, and the world.24
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(2) The Treaty on the Permanent Neutrality1

and Operation of the Panama Canal signed on Sep-2

tember 7, 1977, provides that Panama and the3

United States have the responsibility to assure that4

the Panama Canal will remain open and secure.5

(3) Such Treaty also provides that each of the6

two countries shall, in accordance with their respec-7

tive constitutional processes, defend the Canal8

against any threat to the regime of neutrality, and9

consequently shall have the right to act against any10

aggression or threat directed against the Canal or11

against the peaceful transit of vessels through the12

Canal.13

(4) The United States instrument of ratifica-14

tion of such Treaty includes specific language that15

the two countries should consider negotiating future16

arrangements or agreements to maintain military17

forces necessary to fulfill the responsibility of the18

two countries of maintaining the neutrality of the19

Canal after 1999.20

(5) The Government of Panama, in the bilateral21

Protocol of Exchange of instruments of ratification,22

expressly ‘‘agreed upon’’ such arrangements or23

agreements.24
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(6) The United States Navy depends upon the1

Panama Canal for rapid transit in times of emer-2

gency, as demonstrated during World War II, the3

Korean War, the Vietnam conflict, the Cuban Mis-4

sile Crisis, and the Persian Gulf conflict.5

(7) Drug trafficking and money laundering6

have proliferated in the Western Hemisphere since7

the Treaty on the Permanent Neutrality and Oper-8

ation of the Panama Canal was signed on September9

7, 1977, and such trafficking and laundering poses10

a grave threat to peace and security in the region.11

(8) Certain facilities now utilized by the United12

States Armed Forces in Panama are critical to com-13

bat the trade in illegal drugs.14

(9) The United States and Panama share com-15

mon policy goals such as strengthening democracy,16

expanding economic trade, and combating illegal17

narcotics throughout Latin America.18

(10) The Government of Panama has dissolved19

its military forces and has maintained only a civilian20

police organization to defend the Panama Canal21

against aggression.22

(11) Certain public opinion polls in Panama23

suggest that many Panamanians desire a continued24

United States military presence in Panama.25
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(b) SENSE OF THE CONGRESS.—It is the sense of1

the Congress that—2

(1) the President should negotiate a new base3

rights agreement with the Government of Panama—4

(A) to allow the stationing of United5

States Armed Forces in Panama beyond De-6

cember 31, 1999; and7

(B) to ensure that the United States will8

be able to act appropriately, consistent with the9

Panama Canal Treaty, the Treaty Concerning10

the Permanent Neutrality and Operation of the11

Panama Canal, and the resolutions of ratifica-12

tion thereto, for the purpose of assuring that13

the Panama Canal shall remain open, neutral,14

secure, and accessible; and15

(2) the President should consult with the Con-16

gress throughout the negotiations described in para-17

graph (1).18

SEC. 3305. PEACE AND STABILITY IN THE SOUTH CHINA19

SEA.20

(a) FINDINGS.—The Congress finds the following:21

(1) The South China Sea is a critically impor-22

tant waterway through which 25 percent of the23

world’s ocean freight and 70 percent of Japan’s en-24

ergy supplies transit.25
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(2) The South China Sea serves as a crucial sea1

lane for United States Navy ships moving between2

the Pacific and Indian Oceans, particularly in time3

of emergency.4

(3) There are a number of competing claims to5

territory in the South China Sea.6

(4) The 1992 Manila Declaration adhered to by7

the Association of South East Asian Nations, the8

Socialist Republic of Vietnam, and the People’s Re-9

public of China calls for all claimants to territory in10

the South China Sea to resolve questions of bound-11

aries through peaceful negotiations.12

(5) The legislature of the People’s Republic of13

China has declared the entire South China Sea to be14

Chinese territorial waters.15

(6) The armed forces of the People’s Republic16

of China have asserted China’s claim to the South17

China Sea through the kidnapping of citizens of the18

Republic of the Philippines and the construction of19

military bases on territory claimed by the Phil-20

ippines.21

(7) These acts of aggression committed by the22

armed forces of the People’s Republic of China23

against citizens of the Philippines are contrary to24
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both international law and to peace and stability in1

East Asia.2

(b) POLICY DECLARATIONS.—The Congress—3

(1) declares the right of free passage through4

the South China Sea to be vital to the national secu-5

rity interests of the United States, its friends, and6

allies;7

(2) declares that any attempt by a8

nondemocratic power to assert, through the use of9

force or intimidation, its claims to territory in the10

South China Sea to be a matter of grave concern to11

the United States;12

(3) calls upon the Government of the People’s13

Republic of China to adhere faithfully to its commit-14

ment under the Manila Declaration of 1992; and15

(4) calls upon the President to review the de-16

fense needs of democratic countries with claims to17

territory in the South China Sea.18

SEC. 3306. ASSISTANCE FOR ZAIRE.19

(a) SECURITY ASSISTANCE.—Assistance may not be20

provided for the Government of Zaire for each of the fiscal21

years 1996 and 1997—22

(1) under chapter 4 of part II of the Foreign23

Assistance Act of 1961 (22 U.S.C. 2346 et seq.; re-24

lating to the economic support fund);25
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(2) under chapter 5 of part II of that Act (221

U.S.C. 2347 et seq.; relating to international mili-2

tary education and training); or3

(3) from the ‘‘Foreign Military Financing Pro-4

gram’’ account under section 23 of the Arms Export5

Control Act (22 U.S.C. 2763).6

(b) DEVELOPMENT ASSISTANCE.—Assistance under7

chapter 1 of part I of the Foreign Assistance Act of 19618

(22 U.S.C. 2151 et seq.; relating to development assist-9

ance) or chapter 10 of such part (22 U.S.C. 2293 et seq.;10

relating to the Development Fund for Africa) for each of11

the fiscal years 1996 and 1997 shall not be provided to12

the Government of Zaire.13
